As  the  water  supply  is  practically  in  all  cases  (both  reservoirs 
and  wells)  obtained  from  the  Millstone  Grit  Formation,  it  is  soft  on 
account  of  peat  and  precautions  have  to  be  taken  against  its  lead 
dissolving  properties. 

Three  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were  submitted 
for  analysis  and  were  all  reported  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Areas  still  requiring  sewering  are  Diglee,  Shaw  Lee,  Shaws,  Higher 
Kinders,  Tunstead,  and  are  so  situated  that  they  could  be  connected  to 
the  public  sewers.
